Granted that the people involved cooked up 
a witches’ brew for the world, they are. human 
beings and worth treating more fully than in 
this book, even those who were puppets when 
Moscow pulled the strings. 

In setting out to write a primer-style account 
of the Communist Party and its adherents in 
America, the author may have oversimplified 
to the point of diminishing his book. 

^ “Masters of Deceit” is, indeed, strongest, 
not when it remind^ us of such dom^tic his. 
tory as that the campai^ to make a dupe of 
the Negro in America failed (which can hardly 
be news to anybody), but when it makes us 
realize there are millions elsewhere in the 
world to whom we are strangers and the 
Communist is, sadly enough, one of his own 
kind.

RED INTRIGUE IN 
“MASTERS OF DECEIT’

Washington, Mar 14 (INS) — ^The shocking story of communism in America is related by FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover in a book entitled "Masters Of Deceit," which was published last 
Monday. 


Hoover reveals with vivid 
documentation the reientiess 
drive of the Communist Party to- 
ward its ultimate objective, the 
. seizure of power in the United 
States. 

The man who has headed the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
since 1924 is uniquely equipped 
to expose the Red plot. As a 
special assistant to the attorney 
general, he began his study of 
communism 39 years ago. 

“Masters Of Deceit,” published 
by Henry Holt and Company, 
New York, is the dramatic distil- 
laticwi of nearly four decades of 
first-hand knowledge of commu- 
nist strategy, tactics, subversion, 
infiltration, espionage, sabotage 
and brainwashing. 

Hoover states his premise sim- 
ply, in these words: “Every citi- 
zen has a duty to learn more 
about the m':;nacc that threatens 
his future, his home, his children, 
the peace of the world — and that 
is why I have written this book.” 
In 374 pfcfges crammed with 
often staitlir.g information, the 
author rips away the curtains of 
mystery which shroud the com- 
munist conspiracv and graphical- 
ly blueprints the battle plan 
through which individual Amer- 
icans can combat a cancerous 
threat to the nation. 

Highlights of the book include: 
The Red objective — Hoover 
says: “The party's objective is 
to drive a wedge, however slight, 
into as many minds as possible. 
That is why, in every conceivable 
way, communists try to poison 
our thinking about the issues of 
the day: social reforms, peace, 
politics, veterans’, women's, and 
youth problems.” 

Red revolution In the US — 
“Communists do not propose to 
remodel our government or re- 
tain any part of it. They would 
tear it to the ground, destroy all 
opposition, and then create a new 
govemm.ent, an American pro- 
vince in the Soviet world empire.” 
Soviet agents — Hoover points 
out that many of the Communist 
Party's top leaders in the US are 
graduates of the Lenin School in 
Moscow, which trains the inter- 
national hard core of Red con- 
spirators. He names Eugene 
Dennis, Claude Lightfoot, Carl 
Winter, Simon W. Gerson, WU- 
,liam Weinstone, Nat Ganley, 
Steve Nelson, Betty Gannett, Gus 
Hall, Albert Lahnon, Phil Bart, 
Rose Wortis, Loretta Stack and 
Henry Winston.

viets. Every effort is being made 
to penetrate our defenses.” 
Examples of what communist 
spies seek — “Any person who be- 
lieves that espionage means sec- 
uring only military information 
is unacquainted with the nature 
of 20th Century spying. An army 
manual, security regulations of a 
government building, the ‘politic- 
al’ views of a clerk in an Indus- 1 
trial firm, incidents in the life 
of a prominent person which 
might be used for blackmail — • ' 
those and many more are prize 
espionage targets.” 

Religious groups — The FBI 
chief says “The party is today 
engaged in a systematic program 
to infiltrate American religious 
groups.” Communists are being 
told to “Join churches and be- 
come involved in church work.” 
This provides the cover of “re- 
spectability,” the opportunity for 
subtle dissemination of propa- 
ganda, and and a chance to make 
contact with youth. 

Underground operations — ^Hoo- 
ver describes the communist un- 
derground as “A maze of under- 
cover couriers, escape routes, 
hide-Guts, arid clandestine meet- 
ings." He says that "Only the 
most trusted and dedicated of 
party members are chosen” for 
these operations. 

The FBI chief adds: "To enter 
the underground usually, means, 
simply disappearing quickly, ab- 
ruptly, without warning. Whis-. 
pers float: ‘Where's ' Gordon?' 

The answer: ' He's goni 

eiitale sign, a

Negro^es — Hoover/ declares: 


“The party's claim that it is 
working for Negi’o rights Is a 
deception and a fraud. The 
party’s sole interest, as most 
American Negroes know, is to 
hoodwink the Negro, to exploit 
him and use hini as a tool to 
build a communist America." 

Party discipline— “Communism," 
the FBI director writes, “is can- 
nibalistic. Its servants are peri- 
odically offered as ^crifiees on 
the communist altar.”

which the party will descend “ui 
order to wreak vengeance 
expelled member.” 

Hoover provides a grim de- 
scription of what life in the 
would be like under a “dictator- 
ship of the proletariat." 

The nation's capital “would be 
moved from Washington, DC, to 
a large industrial center, probab- 
ly Chicago.” National and state 
governments would be eliminated. 
In their stead, “Soviets” would 
be set up. 

Communist Party iienchmeri] 
would “depose and probSl^V iiqui- ' 
date” mayors, police chief:^ 
clergymen and leading citizens. 
All industry would be nationaliz- 
ed. Farms would be taken away 
from their owners. Rents, profits 
and insurance w'Ould be wiped ] 
out. 

Countless occupations would be 
abolished, among them whole- 
salers, jobbers, real estate me n^ 
stockbrokers, advertising ^special- 
ists, traveling salesmen, lawyers, 
and what' the party calls “whole 
rafts* of government bureaucrats, 
police, clericals, and sundry 
capitalist quacks, fakers and 
grafters,” 

Hoover, in his stirring call to 
action against the Red conspira- 
tors, emphasizes that “we caqnot 
afford the luxury of waiting for/ 
communism to run its course

And, meanwhile, tonight, please note - and note well - that the 
Chinese communist regime is warning the United States through the 
commxmlst propaganda outlets, that the United States of America must 
cease what the red regime calls its ’’interference” in Indonesia’s 
Internal affairs or ’’bear full responsibility for the consequences."

No 
man is more familiar with that story. He was made 
Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation during 
the Coolidge Administration, has been retained in of- 
fice by every President since, and has done an out- 
standing job in keeping the bureau free of political 
influence, ine^iciency and corruption. And, in recent 
years, Mr. Hoovei\ and the Bureau have become more 
and more involved with the Communist conspiracy. , 

The purpose of “Masters of Deceit” is intensely | 
pi*actical. It is to explain the facts about communism — | 

what it is, how it works, what its aims are, the dangers t 
it poses, and what loyal Americans must do to protect | 
their freedom. Mr. Hoover provides a short account of I 
communism’s beginnings, and goes on to explain who | 
American communists are and why they adopt the ide- | 
ology.

If conditions are ripe, a compara- 
tive handful can take over a nation — and they have 
done exactly that time and time again. To quote Mr.

10 to 20 men, would rule the United States. An open 
dictatorship called the ‘dictatorship of the proletariat’ 
would be established.” Communist Party henchmen 
would take over, and opposition would be ruthlessly

What can an Individual do about the danger? Mr. 
Hoover’s answer is “a lot.” He must know the answers 
to communism’s false claims. If what appears to be 
subvereive activity comes to his attention he should 
report it, sticking to the facts, to the nearest FBI of- 
fice — and the FBI, incidentally, is as much interested 
in pi-otecting civil rights, including the right to hold 
unpopular opinions, as it is in combatting those who 
would destroy u.c.

No one can fight communism if he doesn’t know what 
to look for.
